MURPHY BAYS HEARST 


Woodruff Claims Hughes' Election 


by Enormous Plurality—Sensa- 


tional Canvass Ends Tonight. 


New York, Nov. 5.—Today will wit- 


ness the closing scenes in one of tho 
most remarkable political campaigns 
in the history of the Empire state. 
By midnight the last public word will 
have been spoken and nothing will 
remain but the story to be told by the 
ballots themselves. Who the hero of 
the tale will be cannot be forecasted 
with any certainty. Old-time methods 
of anticipating the results of an elec- 
tion have been rendered almost use- 
less. 
Party lines in many sections 


of the state have been almost, if not 
quite, obliterated; political affiliations 
of a lifetime have been thrown aside 
and thousands of voters tomorrow will 
follow their chosen leader rather than 
any party. As an illustration of the 
conditions which exist the respective 
leaders of the great parties, 
basing 


their estimates on what they claim to 
have been careful, painstaking can- 
vasses, havo reached widely different 
conclusions as to what the result will 
be. The managers of the republican 
nnd the democratic and the independ- 
ence league campaigns each has an- 
nounced himself as convinced that his 
candidate will have a plurality of at 
least two hundred thousand votes. 


Have a Busy Monday. 


In some other years the Monday im- 


mediately preceding election has been 
largely a day of rest or has been de- 
voted to the quiet work of arranging 
the last details In preparation for the 
real struggle which is to come. Not 
BO today, however, as from the very 
first the two leading candidates havo 
a strenuous schedule 
before 
them. 


Charles E. Hughes, 
the 
republican 


candidate for governor, will address 
seven meetings 
this 
afternoon and 


evening in various sections of New 
York. William R. Hearst, the demo- 
cratic and independence league can- 
didate, will address three and possibly 
four meetings tonight.

Roosevelt, accompanied by Mrs. Roose- 
velt ana Surgeon General Rixey, of 
the navy, will leave here Thursday 
evening on the Mayflower for Hamp- 
ton Roads. There he will board the 
battleship Louisiana midst a thunder 
of the national salute of twenty-one 
guns, the man-of-war will hoist anchor 
and then away for Panama. 


The 
president 
Is breaking pre- 


cedents without mercy in connection 
with the Panama trip. When he made 
his trip from New Orleans to Hamp- 
ton Roads ivith the armored cruiser 
squadron he went outside of the ma- 
rine limits of the United States, and 
now he proposes-to go ten days away 
from American soil. 


A president of the United States 


has never placed his foot on foreign 
soil. Mr. Roosevelt will do so at Pan- 
ama. 
Hawaii can be reached from 


San Francisco in less time than Pan- 
ama can from Hampton Roads, and 
Europe in much less time from New 
York. Perhaps with the precedent of 
visiting foreign lands established a 
trip may be made by 'an American ex- 
ecutive to Europe. 
This will come, 


however, only when the people are 
better educated in this direction. 


Plans Side Trip to Porto Rico. 
Upon leaving -Colon on the return 


trip the president 
will 
go to Porto

The Porto 
Ricans 
have the 


kindliest feeling 'for the president, as 
he is known to feel they should have 
the status of American citizens. More- 
over, be honored

American conference at Rio de Jan- 
eiro. Therefore he expects to have a 
cordial reception in the island depend- 
ency. 


The president will cross the island, 


talk with the natives, and make one 
or two speeches. Then he will sail 
for Hampton Roads. He will be here 
in ample time for the opening of con- 
gress on Dec. 3. 
| 
On its voyage to Panama the Louis- 


1 iana will be accompanied as "bicycle 
policemen" by the armored cruisers 
Washington and Tennessee. By means 
of 
wireless 
telegraphy 
President 


Roosevelt will be kept 
au courant 


with developments in America and the 
rest of the world, and any business of 
immediate 
importance 
will be con- 


veyed to htm by this means. 
The 


navy has stations at Charleston and 
Key West, so that there will be no 
difficulty about communication on this 
stage of the voyage. 


When the ships reach the Caribbean 


sea the wireless station at Guantana- 
mo will be depended upon to keep 
Mr. Roosevelt Informed and to trans- 
mit to Washington any instructions he 
may care to give. The navy has ex- 
perimented with the Ouantanamo sta- 
tion and has had no trouble in trans- 
mlttlnK and receiving messages to and 
from Panama. 


Will Study Men and Project. 


In order that there may be no ques- 


tion, however, other ships equipped 
with, wireless telegraphy will be in 
constant 
communication 
with 
the 


Louisiana. The armored cruisers ac- 
companying the battleships can be em- 
ployed as dispatch boats should the 
necessity arise. 
With such a formid- 


able array of armored craft, It is ex- 
tremely doubtful if even the ghost of 
the redoubtable Capt. Kidd wlil care 
to attempt, to board the president's 
flagship.. 


President Roosevelt will remain four 


days on the isthmus. He proposes to 
tramp along the line of the canal, will 
inspect the cities of Colon and Pan- 
ama, 
ride on work trains, examine the 


houses in which the laborers live, talk 
with officials and men and endeavor 
to Inform himself thoroughly about 
the great project. 


Upon his arrival he will be received 


by the entire canal commission and 
by officials representing the govern- 
ment of Panama. 
Herbert Squires, 


who has just, been appointed minister 
to Panama, is arranging quarters for 
the reception of the president and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, and will give a dinner 
in their honor. The president of Pan- 
ama also will entertain Mr. and Mrs. 
Roosevelt. 


In the -bsence of the president from 


Washln • a. Secretaries Root and Taft 
will dispose of all matters which do 
not require to be brought to Mr.

nual'message and disposed of all mat- 
ters oC a pressing nature.

These are easily 
made by covering a glass tube with a 
netting, to which the ribbons may be 
sewed. About eight pieces of narrow 
satin ribbon will cover an ordinary 
tube. These pieces are sewed together 
to make a bag and are held in place 
at the top by a narrow piece of baby 
ribbon. Above the baby ribbon, so the 
petals fall over and inside the tube, 
the petals of a rose or daisy are at- 
tached, and with yellow centers look 
like a flower that has just burst into 
full bloom.

To Save Trees from Frost. 
| 


Vice Consul Risdorf writes that the ex-| 


perimental gardening assoclfttlon, Frank-' 
fort-Suchsenbauson, has made sornfj trials 
with fumigation against night frost, which 
in the present season is frequently very 
Injurious. In April nearly all the trees .in 
vhe orchard were in full bloom. In ex- 
pectation of night frost an experiment was 
made toy fumigation with naphthalene. It 
was a success and the trees were soon 
enveloped In dense smoke, but it \van a 
very expensive proceeding, seven flames 
having consumed lifty kilograms of naph- 
thalene lu one hour. To envelop all the 
trees In smoke two hundred nnd lUty kilo- 
grams would have been barely suHlcloni 
A new preparation of the chemical manu- 
factory at Floershelm that was tried on 
April 30 gave a Ixitter result. The produc- 
tion of a comparatively largo volume of 
dense smoke during one hour required only 
two kilograms.
